I have noticed this apparent frequency change for HMO1 to 9330 as 
well, Glenn: to summarize the TU, TH, SA broadcasts (formerly on 
14375) from 05 UT to 07 UT seem to run on the following frequencies 
now: 

05 UT -- 11462 (and MAYBE 14375, but latter not noticed in the past 
few time slots) AND 

06 UT -- 9330 (I picked up first such broadcast on TU 12/9/14, and 
also noticed it again on 12/11/14 beginning around the top of the 
hour; I have also sent a message to the UDXF group run by Ary about 
this as well). 


This apparently new use of 9330 may have begun as early as the start 
of December, but I can not be sure. I have noted that there has been 
no transmission on 14375 for awhile during the 06 UT hour as well as 
the 05 UT hour, and just happened to find the 9330 broadcast while 
scanning the 31 meter band just south of Global 24 at that time. I am 
trying to get confirmation as to whether or not 9330 is a definite 
change (as was the change to 11462 at 05 UT on Tu Th and Sa) -- 
perhaps Ary or Ivo can get back to you (or me) on this. In the 
meanwhile, I remain (Shawn From Flushing NY Fahrer, Dec 13, (the HMO1 
guy, Since no one else that I know has claimed the title) signing off 
until next time, dxldyg via DXLD) which leads to this without credit:

I'm still wanting to have another look at their 
posted frequency schedule, but xstill*x as of 1623 UT Dec 16 we're 
sidetracked from http://www.radiohc.cu to error message from 
*““Servicio de Alojamiento Web del Instituto Cubano de Radio y 
TelevisiUn’* --- same as when last attempted 8 days ago, Dec 8! 


11760, Dec 17 at 2003, I'm tuned to the first English broadcast o£ RHC 
following the 1700 UT speeches by Press. Obama & Castro about 
normalizing relations. Mentioned only briefly as top story in news but 
afterwards until 2020 plays complete Ra’l speech with English voice- 
over. Unless I zoned out, there was *nox mention of the anonymous US 
spy released, and only one mention of Alan Gross --- it was all about 
The Cuban Three Fifths being released and rapprochement with the USA. 


11950, Dec 17 at 2059, Cuban NA plays with CCI, Spanish music, and by 
2107 talking about Los Cinco; still can’t reach RHC website for 
schedule, but WRTH 2015 reminds us that 11950 was originally in B-14 
only at 12-14 and for Mesa Redonda at 00-01; in fact there isn't 
supposed to be any Spanish between 19 and 22! Nothing on 17730, the 
Spanish-to-Europe frequency, so moved here, or another mistake? Or 
rather, 17730 not supposed to restart until 2200 in B-seasons. 


At 2100, 11760 is already in French, while 11880 is dead air, but by

**x CUBA [and non]. Will the jamming madness end? Will Marti close? 
Will the insane 710 and 1180 waste of transmitters cease? Maybe, not 
soon, but maybe (Brock Whaley, Ireland, Dec 17 for DXLD) Viz.: 


WASHINGTON (AP) 6 The United States and Cuba will start talks on 
normalizing full diplomatic relations, marking the most significant 
shift in U.S. policy toward the communist island in decades, American 
officials said Wednesday. The announcement comes amid a series of new 
confidence-building measures between the longtime foes, including the 
release of American Alan Gross and the freeing of three Cubans jailed 


in the U.S. 


President Barack Obama was to announce the policy changes from the 
White House at noon Wednesday. Sen. Marco Rubio, R-Florida, said the 
U.S. and Cuba were moving toward normalized banking and trade ties. He 
also said the U.S. was poised to open an embassy in Havana in the 
coming months (via Brock, dxldyg via DXLD) 


Depends on what happens next. I predict eventually the jamming against 
Marti will end in the next 3 or 4 years. Marti will go off air or 
continue in another format. Radio Havana Cuba will also be history. 
You may remember back in the late 80s when the Soviets stopped jamming 
Radio Liberty, Radio Free Europe and VOA. It was not long after the 
USSR died as well as communism in Eastern Europe (Keith Perron, 
Taiwan, ibid.) 


Maybe we can finally normalize postal service between the USA and 
Cuba. How many QSL's are sitting in piles of mail in Havana warehouses 
(Stephen Wood, Harwich, Mass., ibid.) 


With today's political olive branch and directions to open an embassy 
in Havana, perhaps the Radio-Madness will curtail. It will be 
interesting to hear Cuban outlets on SW tonite (Paul S. FN31nl, ibid.) 


The jamming of Radio Marti will almost certainly stop eventually, but 
is likely to continue while the final agreement between the two sides 
is negotiated. On the other hand, the jamming of Cuban exile 
programmes on WRMI will probably continue. Radio Marti will probably 
be closed down but not before the agreement is done and dusted. I 
don't, however, think it will last for as long as four years (unless 
the agreement is derailed for some reason). Radio Habana Cuba will 
probably continue for a few more years, as it is unlikely to feature 
in any US-Cuban agreement (from the US perspective it isn't a big 
enough irritation to worry about). (Roger Tidy, UK, ibid.) 


Radio Marti was created by Congress through the 1983 US Radio 
Broadcasting to Cuba Act, which guaranteed federal funding, and later 
empowered even further by the 1996 Helms-Burton Act -- neither of 
which can be overturned so easily by a presidential executive order. 
73s (Marty Delfin, Madrid, Spain, ibid.) 


I don't know if there are many such QSLs sitting in Havana warehouses 
(perhaps more of them are actually sitting in MIAMI knowing the 
amazing USPS and the anti-Castro Cuban Lobby as I do) -- but I am the 
proud owner of a QSL from RHC dated 05/09/1992 at 0410 UT when they 
were broadcasting in English on 11970 kHz (I unfortunately can't scan 
it as proof for the skeptical). Obviously, THAT ONE got through the 
embargo (such as it was back then). 


Yes, folks, I WAS a DXer back then -- left for a long while and only 
picked it up a few years after I retired in 2008 just before the 
financial crisis hit. Now I call myself (Shawn From Flushing NY (the 
HMO1 guy) 


P S: Another question we COULD be asking is "What is the future of 
HMO01, MO8a, VO2a, etc., which are alleged to originate from somewhere 
close to Havana?" Will it bite the dust or survive in some other 
form???? (Fahrer, ibid.) 


Depending on how this pans out, three things will happen. Back in the 
late 80s when the relationship between the USSR and the US warmed up, 
the Soviets stopped jamming Radio Liberty, Radio Free Europe and the 
VOA. I would suspect the Cubans will stop the jamming of MartI. Not in 
the next few months, but sometime in the next 2 or 3 years. Perhaps 
less. 


Radio Marti/TV themselves will either stop broadcasting altogether or 
re-define its role in the same way Radio Liberty and Radio Free Europe 
did; otherwise they won't have a purpose. One thing is certain. Radio 
Havana Cuba's days are numbered. Radio Havana Cuba began May 1, 1961, 
eight months after the embargo started. Its mandate was to combat the 
US embargo of Cuba. Radio Havana Cuba's primary audience is only the 
US, while they do have broadcasts directed to Latin America, 
Caribbean, Europe and Middle East. These are seen as un-important. 
Just look at the block of time they have scheduled to the US. But even 
back in 1994 their audience was very low. 


When I took over Mailbag a few months after I arrived, into the 5th 
week, it came clear they don't have what you would call real 
listeners. It was the same people week after week and month after 
month writing in. The then director of RHC Milagro Hern-ndez Cuba 
asked me to do an estimate of the size of its audience for its English 
Language Service.

Heusweiler 1179. The Bayern and WDR transmitters are still on although 
their future cannot be long-term after so many recent closures.

NDR, Germany to close 4 MW transmitters on 13 Jan 2015 


Thanks to Andrew Tett for this much clearer translation of the 
radioszene.de report about NDR's MW transmitter closures than the 
Google auto translation: 


The network of public-service broadcasters in Germany - the ARD - is 
saying goodbye, bit-by-bit, to its Medium Wave transmitters. Only 
WDR, SR, BR and NDR still transmit their programs in this way and it 
has already been decided that transmissions in this band should be 
abandoned in favour of DAB+ in the near future. Now the NDR has 
announced when it will be shutting down its four transmitters. 


While representatives of the Bayerischer Rundfunk let their feelings 
be known during the Munich media event that there is still no definite 
shut-down date for their two MW frequencies, the red button is pressed 
in the north: NDR wants to broadcast its NNDR Info Speziali only 
digitally from 13 January 2015. 


Currently NDR operates four transmitters on medium wave. In addition 
to the main station Hamburg-Moorfleet (972 kHz), these are Flensburg 
(702 kHz), Lingen (792 kHz) and Hanover (828 kHz). NNDR Info Speziali 
transmits, besides parliamentary debates, the NARD Infonachti and 
other occasional special programs and the shipping forecast. When 
ARD's plans were made known, in response to a decision of the KEF 
Licensing Body, to dispense with the medium wave transmitters, some 
sailors and navigators protested. The NDR made sure that the marine 
weather could be accessed via DAB+ and the Internet. Until the end of 
2015, Deutschlandfunk's Neum,nster transmitter (1269 kHz) will still 
broadcast nautical weather reports. Then this transmitter is also set 
to go silent for financial reasons, to pay for the DAB expansion. 


Digital Radio will in the meanwhile be further expanded. The DAB 
network of NDR is still less strong than that of many of the other ARD 
stations: Not all regions of the NDR broadcasting areas are 

adequately covered. As a station spokesman told RADIO SCENE, they 
would discuss in the course of next year further expansion from the 
Broadcasting House in Hamburg. 


Before NDR finally closes the rich in tradition chapter of the medium 
wave broadcasting in Northern Germany, NGrufl an Bordi ("Greeting on 
Board"), the greeting and Christmas broadcast will be transmitted to 
mariners around the world. It will also be aired for four hours on 
the medium wave, and also on several shortwave frequencies (via 
BDXC_UK yg via DXLD)

Not within the current "give us more money or we'll kill this puppy" 
spectacle. It is, as mentioned, focussed on a possible closure of 
linear TV in German, Arabic and Spanish and a closure of ten or "up to 
ten" of the language services produced at Bonn (apparently including 
online-only services, here the situation is unclear in as far as a 
number of them were to be closed anyway). 


Outside the current show-down what has already been planned for the 
period until 2017: Closure of the Kigali station, keeping shortwave in 
particular for Afghanistan and Africa while adjusting to the 
continuing shrinkage of the use (i.e. further cutting back the 
transmission volume), focussing the English radio programming to 
audiences in Africa because its use elsewhere has largely diminished 
(in general, i.e. any distribution platform considered).

XHCBM-8 (Azteca) is in 
P-tzcuaro. XHMOW-21 is in Morelia, and it is Mexico's most powerful 
television station with an ERP of 3,829 kW. (XHMOW-TDT is set for 338 
kW, which is a pretty high number for Mexican DTVs; the VHF stations 
on the mountain are 100, 265 and 325 kW respectively, also very high). 
This should explain why it is so powerful 6 it is serving two metro 
areas from a mountain at nearly 11,000 feet high. 


In Morelia are two other (local) Televisa outlets, XHFX-4 and XHKW-10, 
which broadcast from locally-owned facilities, as well as Azteca's 
XHBUR-39. Confused? XHBUR is not on Cerro Burro. Nope. It's actually 
on Morelia's northwest edge (which is higher in elevation). The 
callsign is actually incorrect here in regard to hinting at the 
station's location. I would imagine it was moved at some point. 


TV "markets" are fluid in Mexico because there's not much local to 
really define them. Only XHURT and XHKW duplicate each other among the 
commercial stations. I believe XHBUR (at 2,000 kW) might reach Uruapan 
enough to be seen there. It's amazingly confusing (Raymie Humbert, Dec 
12, Raymie’s Mexico Beat, WTFDA Forum via DXLD)

The approach there, and thus perhaps at Sennar-Reba as well, is to 
somewhat concentrate the RF energy to parts of the target farthest 
away from the transmitter. Thus it is my guess that the original set- 
up favoured the southwestern direction, just by a few decibels. Of 
course in this case also for skywave propagation, unlike Liblice where 
the skywave radiation is suppressed as much as possible, prompting 
wrong speculations about a much reduced power (it's still 750 kW, a 
recent reduction from 1500 kW which they hoped to compensate for with 
the shrill audio processing, including a high-pass at 120 Hz, they 
introduced at the same time).

A power level of 750 kW almost certainly (Masirah Island is the only 
exception I'm aware of) indicates this transmitter or its longwave 
variant DRV 750 (Algeria 252 kHz, Czechoslovakia 270 kHz). And if you 
ever wondered about the former 950 kW of 1152 kHz in Romania: This was 
a SRV 750 coupled with a SRV 200. 


So far I have not heard anything else than (taking aside a now 
presumably dead facility) COPE ValEncia on 1296 kHz. But indeed it is 
being said that the Sennar-Reba signal often punches through up to 
Central Europe. Back in the nineties word was that one should simply 
listen for traces of program audio with a characteristic kind of 
distortion. I don't know if this description still applies.

Radio Sweden celebrates 75 years on 13 December. It was that grim 
first December of World War II that the station took to the airwaves 
in English (a Swedish service started a year earlier). They were 
mostly heard on shortwave back then, although the English service of 
the station left the airwaves a few years back, I listen to their 


weekday 30 minute podcast several times a week. 


The hashtag #RadioSweden75 is being used on Instagram, Facebook and 
Twitter as listeners are encouraged to share their stories and photos 
of station memorabilia. 


I am fairly sure that Radio Sweden in English with its lovely interval 
signal and identification was the first station I heard on shortwave 
back in the 1970s. Their programmes have always shown me an 
intelligent, liberal-minded and culturally rich country. I was hooked 
as I became a teenager and have not veered far from their delightful 
Nordic news and views of the Nordic countries ever since- they remain 
a favourite and are a voice of reason on what is often an otherwise 
propaganda-led, rather dumbed-down radio dial. 


I have a smattering of QSL cards which I must photograph and put on 
Instagram this week, I also have happy memories of their paper 
schedules, and of proudly wearing a iKeep In Touch - Radio Swedeni T- 
shirt in dark blue with that familiar Radio Sweden font in yellow, in 
the early 1980s. I wonder if they still produce such clothing items- a 
tote bag is available? 


The 2014 Swedish General Election coverage was fabulous, as was the 
Green Party forming the collation government. I hope the 22 March 2015 
snap election produces similar successes. 


It would be nice to hear relays of Radio Sweden programmes return to 
shortwave on Global 24 Radio. I hope they sign up, as many other 
stalwart shortwave stations already have re-established a shortwave 
voice this way since October 2014. 


Happy 75th anniversary Radio Sweden! Have a listen to them, both their 
daily programmes and their archive material.

Radio Ukraine International - or not? Though we've been describing 
Ukraine Radio's new Russian service as ‘Radio Ukraine International ' 


they don't seem to identify as such on air. After airing the new 
souped-up version of their interval signal, their sign-on announcement 
goes: "Govorit Kiev. V efire programa Vsemirnaya Sluzhba, Radio 
Veshchaniye Ukraine" [Kiev calling. You're listening to the World 
Service programme, Radio Broadcasting Ukraine?]. My knowledge of 
Russian is quite limited and can't cope with idiom though, perhaps one 
of our fluent Russian speakers could shed some light on this? If you 
want to hear it for yourself, the Russian service is on at 1500-1700 
UT on mediumwave 1431 kHz and on the web stream http://nrcu.gov.ua 
(David Kernick, Interval Signals Online, Dec 12, dxldyg via DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


Maybe because they have been using similar ID form also in Ukrainian: 
"Vsesvitnya sluzhba radiomovleniya Ukraini" 73, (Mauno Ritola, 
Finland, ibid.) 


Which translates to "World Service of Ukrainian Radio" (Walt Salmaniw, 
Victoria, BC, ibid.) 


It's just the same online: The name "Radio Ukraine International" is 
being used only in German and English anymore. On the Ukrainian pages 
it is instead now shown as "4th channel" with the longwinded name they 
announce on air, too. 


The web stream labelled "RUI", and apparently this satellite channel, 
too, carry the 1431 kHz programming. So in short: It's indeed Radio 
Ukraine International, using another ID for their revived Ukrainian 
and completely new Russian, whatever the motivation for this approach 
may be (Kai Ludwig, Germany, ibid.)

On the other hand I was pleased to see the report from Georgi 
Bancov via mwdx Yahoo Group that Ukraine has restarted the 
Mykolayiv / Luch transmitter on 1431 to carry limited 1500-1900 
programming of Radio Ukraine International preumably using the 
inline beam of 80 degrees. This conveniently takes the azimuth 
straight between the embattled cities of Mariupul and Donetsk. 
The power normally associated with 1431 is 500kW. Georgi is 
convinced that an 800 kW transmitter is being used. Clarification 
would be welcomed.

The Luch site has an elder 500 kW transmitter, originally for 549 kHz, 
and two newer 1200 kW transmitters, originally for 972 and 1431 kHz. 


It appears that one of the newer transmitters is now being used for 
549 kHz. The other one used to be run on 1431 kHz on the SV 2+2 
antenna at the southern edge of the station grounds. Maybe it is again 
this antenna, now in reversed operation. However, in this case two 


shortwave antennas would already be within the field of radiation, and 
they would fully radiate back into the transmitter building. 


A completely different variant just appeared with the very concise 
mention of "LV / 800 kW / 55 deg.". That would be the Krasne site with 
its Zarya antenna (ex. 936 kHz) in reversed operation. 


I think it is rather pointless to speculate about the configuration at 
this point, in particular since it could of course change from day to 
day, which would be an explanation for the varying results that can be 
gathered from monitoring reports. 


Either way it is Radio Ukraine International, now in Russian 1500-1700 
and Ukrainian 1700-1900 UT, presented as "World Service of Ukrainian 
Radio", carried besides 1431 kHz also on the established "RUI" web 
stream and Astra 4A channel (which again used to be // shortwave until 
they had shut it down completely; the satellite channel should also 
have replaced the audio circuits to the transmitter sites).

Other calls heard, mostly tentative, and 
probably stations calling but some may be stations called: CAP 148, 
another net control; White Peak 974; Georgia CAP 204; Triblade 19 (YL 
with beeps); Shiprock 8404 with beeps. At 1536 now: Red Fox 17, Red 
Robin 103, Red Fox 79, etc., etc. All contacts extremely formal, per 
protocols, some referred to as ‘‘sir’* but I never hear a “‘ma’am’° 
““Wilco’* still exists (for will comply). 


Triblade is also the name of a hand blender made by Kenwood (would 
that be the same company making radios??). Searching on that along 
with CAP I keep getting prompted, Did you mean Tribal? So now I'm less 
certain that was the word I heard. UDXF yg has no hits on Triblade.

At the traditional employee-staged Voice of America (VOA) "Follies," 
VOA Director David Ensor did not make fun of President Putin or at 
himself. Despite his status as a senior U.S. government official and 
director of a U.S. taxpayer-funded news organization, he took shots 
instead at private American citizens and taxpayers who publish 
articles on the BBG Watch dog watch website and who with other 
Americans pay for VOA to stay in business of international media 
outreach on behalf of the United States. 


For the past several years of David Ensor's tenure at the Voice of 
America, BBG Watch has been exposing almost daily news and management 
failures at VOA. Voice of America has record-low employee morale among 
federal agencies of similar size, as measured by the U.S. Office of 
Personnel Management (OPM). It registered the largest decline last 
year among similar federal agencies. (The rating is for the entire 
agency, the Broadcasting Board of Governors (BBG) and not just VOA, 
but VOA is the agency's largest entity and has had low employee morale 
for years.) 


In mocking BBG Watch reporting, Ensor made fun of former Broadcasting 
Board of Governors member, distinguished former U.S. Ambassador Victor 
Ashe, who is also a multi-term former mayor of Knoxville, TN, implying 
that he could not be trusted as a news source. 


In addition to dismissing BBG Watch, an independent American NGO media 
website, Ensor also made fun of former Voice of America senior 
correspondents, a former senior White House correspondent and a former 
senior national security correspondent who are now private citizens, 
implying that they were either unproductive or are still unreliable. 
He also cracked a joke about a small California town of Truckee, where 
the NGO publishing BBG Watch is based. 


The Voice of America is overseen by the bipartisan Broadcasting Board 
of Governors. VOA's annual budget is about $200 million. David Ensor's 
annual salary is listed at over $170,000, not counting other federal 
employment benefits. 


BBG Watch, which has exposed numerous management scandals, news 
failures and waste of U.S. taxpayers’ money, is an independent watch 
dog website run by volunteers. It receives no money from U.S. 
taxpayers or any other source. BBG Watch reports have been mentioned 
in the Congressional Record, The Washington Post, The Washington 
Times, The Washington Examiner, Government Executive, Fox News, NPR 
and in other U.S. and international media. 


BBG Watch has no comment on Mr. Ensor's remarks, but we post this 
report sent to us by a Washington source in frequent contact with 
Voice of America reporters. 


"It's obvious that David Ensor, and those who may have written or 
helped write his script, considered it perfectly acceptable to use 
this event as a platform for vicious personal attacks against former 
VOA reporters, not to mention a former U.S. ambassador. 


Some federal workers, on the public dime, unwisely joined in, 
apparently seeing nothing wrong, while in the audience people 


laughed out loud or tittered. 


Think of it -- what other head of a federal agency (sub-agency in 
the case of VOA) would think it a good idea to say the kind of 
things that Ensor did? And have it on video? 


But others, current and former employees, who have substantially 
more spine and the courage to stand up to rampant and damaging 
mismanagement, not to mention bullying, at VOA/IBB/BBG etc saw it 
differently. 


One called Ensor's performance "tone-deaf, insulting, petty and 
unnecessary, and beneath this agency." 


But then again, there does not seem to be much that is beneath this 
agency or its discredited management structure, which has fumbled 
over and over again on important news and Internet coverage, making 
VOA a true laughingstock in the world of international broadcasting 
and media.

On December 16, 2014, the FCC announced that interested parties may 
submit applications for International HF Broadcast licenses 
electronically. Link:

Also allowed for electronic filing are applications to deliver 
programs to foreign broadcast stations, if those stations can be 
received in the U.S. 


Didn't know that FCC permission is required for such programs? Here's 
the text of Title 47, U.S. Code 325(c): 

(c) Broadcast to foreign countries for rebroadcast to United States; 
permit. 


No person shall be permitted to locate, use, or maintain a radio 
broadcast studio or other place or apparatus from which or whereby 
sound waves are converted into electrical energy, or mechanical or 
physical reproduction of sound waves produced, and caused to be 
transmitted or delivered to a radio station in a foreign country for 
the purpose of being broadcast from any radio station there having a 
power output of sufficient intensity and/or being so located 
geographically that its emissions may be received consistently in the 
United States, without first obtaining a permit from the Commission 
upon proper application therefor. 

This law is implemented in FCC Rule 73.3545, "Application for permit 
to deliver programs to foreign stations." 


In my humble opinion, Glenn, the programming rules for private 
international HF stations -- which still prescribe detailed 
restrictions on broadcast content -- and the requirement for 
government permission to deliver programs to foreign stations are 
quaint relics of the Cold War. But who has the gumption and 
wherewithal to challenge them? 


Until someone petitions for their removal, carefully following the 
Commission's formal procedures for such requests, these rules remain 
on the books and enforceable (Benn Kobb, DC, Dec 16, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST)

7490 is also 
troubled by splatter from extremely strong WRNO which is active again 
on 7505.34, more than 15 kHz away! This WOR airing is instead of UT 
Monday Dec 8 at 0400 on 5110 only, because John Lightning asked for 
and got an extra hour for his broadcast, pre-empting WOR. Furthermore, 
Larry Will agreed to air the latest edition of the irregular DX 
podcast from Hobart Radio International, Tasmania, after WOR, heard 
starting at 0334 after WBCQ jingle ID. Reception too poor to try to 
follow now, but it’s available online. 


WOR NOT confirmed at 0401 UT Saturday Dec 13 on Global 24 via WRMI

WORLD OF RADIO 1751 monitoring: JBA on 9395, Global 24 via WRMI, 
Monday Dec 15 at 2201 --- I think I can recognize my voice, and that’s 
it. WRMI has now switched transmitters for G24, and antenna to the 181 
degree azimuth on hi takeoff angle, which makes for much inferior 
reception back here in North America, but it should be good in Cuba! 


I’m afraid we'll have to write off listening to G24 at all for the 

rest of the year until planned resumption of 355 degree antenna for 
it. Meanwhile, measures have been taken at least to assure that the 
WOR airings on G24 are only the latest edition. Next:

9955 is slightly better at 1330 Dec 11, but only JBA, while nearest 
other SW station, Cuba 9850 is very good, as is higher WRMI 11825; and 
9395 with Global 24 is also very good now, unlike 9955. Something must 
be wrong with 9955. 


Jeff White replies at 1648 UT Dec 11: ‘‘I think it's still on 181, 


with high takeoff angle, until later today. Then we'll go back to 160. 
Been doing some maintenance on transmitter 10. Jeff*° 


17790, Dec 11 at 1358, gospel music already playing from Radio Africa 
Network via WRMI, supposedly *1400. 


9955, Dec 14 at 0611, fado fill music from WRMI instead of Brother 
Scare who is scheduled daily at 06-11 on 9955; good signal, 0613 on to 
a Spanish song; incomparably improved programming. 


7455, Dec 15 at 0023, tune-in WRMI late to the Rhein-Main Radio Club 
special, interviews recorded at EDXC Conference, Sept in Nice, France. 
Anker Peterson of DSWCI is mentioning how they plan to close down the 
club at the end of 2016 as most of the members are aging. At 0036 it’s 
Alex --f from St Petersburg. At 0040 Dave Kenny of BDXC-UK; 0049 
Christian Ghibaudo, organizer of the conf. It seems they had 29 people 
attending from 9 countries, which is considered a success. Music fill 
later, and surprised at 0057 to hear QUA QUA QUA sent in Morse. What's 
that? Did they intend to send QRA?? No, per Wikipedia, 

“QUA: Have you news of (call sign)? --- Here is news of (call sign)*° 
Then ‘Chariots of Fire’; 0100 cut to R. Paradise (TruNews). 7455 was 
by far best here, but also on 5850 poor, and 5015 JBA. All three 
normally start at 0100 with TruNews. 


There's another repeat of the RMRC special scheduled for Monday Dec 15 
at 2100 on WRMI 15770, but I don't get it tuned in until 2112. Now 
it’s David Ricquish from NZ, then George Brown from Scotland, someone 
from Arctic, and Anker again. I didn’t think to check 7570 which is 
normally // 15770 during the 21-22 breakaway from BS, but at 2158 I am 
hearing the same fill music there. Jeff White confirms the RMRC hour 
was also on unpublicized 7570 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

24 hours later, all WRMI frequencies missing (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. Well, it's just over 1 month since Global Radio 24 went to 
air. I’m curious to know if I'm the only one to notice a few odd 
things. 


1: On December 7th we were supposed to relay a special hour for them. 
But we never got the file. Days before all our emails went unanswered 
except for one. It only said "yes postpone ...srry ". And that was it. 
All other emails also went unanswered to two different people at the 
station. 


2: Their website, twitter accounts have been almost silent since the 
end of November. On December 8th there was a tweet and facebook 
posting. A picture of an old radio and nothing more. The last entry on 
the website was November 27th. 


3: The schedule seems not to match what is on air. A few times people 
have written saying the same PCJ shows are repeated for 2 weeks. They 
were only updated after I went into their FTP and removed them and 
updated the shows. 


4: A few listeners have contacted me asking if anyone at the station 
replies. Well, all my emails and someone else at PCJ have gone 
unanswered. Also emails from someone who is even closer to the station 
than we are. 


Anyone else have any odd experiences with them in the last few weeks. 
I find it very strange that before they launched announcements were 
coming daily, just as they were in the beginning. But then silence 
(Keith Perron, Taiwan, Dec 11, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Keith, I've had the same observations and experiences with Global 24 
Radio. I'm not hearing any new ads on the station and they play 
"You're So Vain" by Carly Simon and "Ventura Highway" by America too 
much as filler. Also some programs are being repeated too much. 


I think we are hearing the harsh realities of trying to make $$$ ina 
commercial venture on shortwave radio. But I have really enjoyed their 
programming when it's not a repeat. Hopefully things will improve for 


them or they will be playing "Another One Bites The Dust" by Queen 
(Thomas F. Giella, W4HM, dxldyg via DXLD) 


9395, Thu Dec 11 at 1333, Global 24 via WRMI is relaying KBS World 
Radio in show about folk tales, and a very good strong signal, unlike 
9955, so maybe really 315-degree antenna altho WRMI frequency schedule 
grid continues to show 355 degrees for 9395 at all times. 


At 1400 change to Old Time Radio hour, on ‘Upstate Radio Theater’ 
(meaning New York, or what? Lots of states have up and down parts), 
and it’s the *samex episode we have heard a few times before, 
“Woodbury Show Starring Bing Crosby’ dated September 18, 1934, as that 
season was beginning (just like TV ‘‘seasons’* still begin around fall 
equinox today). First song is ~‘Love in Bloom’ but only a teaser, as 
he sings it in full at 1426 recheck; 1430 Woodbury soap ad. Yet 
another instance of G24 playing the same old shows over and over. It 
seems keeping a 24/7 schedule updated with new content cannot be 
achieved, sigh. For this to succeed financially they need to be in it 
for the long haul. 


9395, Friday Dec 12 at 0634, no Radio France International relay on 
Global 24 via WRMI --- it had been quite reliable during this hour at 
least on weekdays. Instead I noted ‘‘wild jazz**, good signal (better 
than fair-poor 9955). 0636 seguE to ‘‘Good Day, Sunshine’*, 0638 outro 
as Beatles not on jazz show, but ‘The Rockpile*’ with Raoul. He goes to 
a *'2 minute’* break promising more music, but instead, at 0639 
European News Network comes on at odd time, the 15-minute news review, 
starting interview with a Lesbian about Turkey not recognizing the 
existence of LGBTI people, who thus have no rights and no legal 
protexion. (Hmmm, ~*Lesbian’* being of Greek origin, Turx may not like 
them for that reason either?) 0653 waltz theme wrapup, 0654 jingle for 
KBC (a promo?), 0655 ‘Feature Story News’ originating from Washington, 
seems up to date; recheck 0700, ad for Benito Radio Jet (??) available 
at Universal Radio, and ConnectorZone.com ad; 0701 back to ‘Rockpile’, 
and Raoul says Beach Boys song to follow, ‘Good Vibrations** is in 
stereo as if that’s something unusual, not originally issued so? Oh 
yeah, no stereo on SW, he admits, but soon will have podcasts and 
streaming in stereo. Time for me to QRT. 


What's the opposite of QRT? My next check of 9395 is at 1514, when 
classical piano music is playing instead of ‘Democracy Now’, even tho 
it’s still a weekday. Also at 1541, the rather overexposed ‘1812 
Overture’ fill music, a fate Pyotr Ilyich would not have appreciated. 


9395, UT Sat Dec 13 at 0658, Global 24 via WRMI, news report with 
French accent, so evidently RFI relay is back on the 0600 hour, unlike 
last night. At 0705 recheck, now it’s ‘Switzerland in Sound’, old chat 
between The Two Bobs lamenting turnoff of the last three Swiss Radio 


MW channels, 765 finally, remarking at that time that RNW was still on 
SW, and also about events of Dec 7 so evidently chosen from archive to 
match the anniversary date a few years later. 


9395, next check Sat Dec 13 at 1548, outro a piece on ‘Classics & 
Beyond’, on to more flute music; 1559 announces that this was 
sponsored by Universal Radio, then a ConnectorZone ad which is merely 
supporting Global 24 in general with plenty of spots too. 1600 on to 
Deutsche Welle relay, All four programs now match their google 
spreadsheet schedule. 


9395, Sunday Dec 14 at 1359, ME music, 1400 Global 24 ID, 1401 back to 
weekly R. Cairo relay with “Modern Egypt’, YL speaker; fairly 
readable, but there is some buzz in the background; as she is wrapping 
show at 1405 I distinctly hear a child crying in background, so must 
have had to bring it with her to work even in the studio. 1406 **final 
program * is about a museum in Alexandria dating from Mohammed Ali, 
including something of platinum; 1409 that’s already ending, title 
maybe “Life & Times of Egypt’? and into songs for the rest of the 
transmission which will surely end around 1420 requiring more fill 
music from G24. 


Good signal, but is not going to be so good for a couple of weeks. 
Jeff White tells me, *‘‘Glenn: As of Monday, we are going to be 
experimenting with Global 24 on the 181-degree antenna to the 
Caribbean for a couple of weeks while we work on an antenna project 
here. It could be a little longer than that, or it could be shorter. 
When we are finished, we will probably put Global 24 on one of the 
355-degree antennas full-time. 181 is high-angle to Cuba/Caribbean. 
The 355's are not. So that will likely come in a lot better in your 
location, although the center is still beamed further east. We only 
have two 315-degree antennas, and they are on transmitters 11 and 12, 
which are mostly sold to Brother Stair. Jeff*° 


And the WRMI graphic frequency schedule effective Dec 15 is already 
up, showing G24 moved from #1 transmitter at 355 degrees to #6 at 181. 
BTW, one other transmitter not in use at all is #5 (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WORLD OF RADIO 1752, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


9395, Dec 15 at 0633, Global 24 via WRMI, fair-good with fill music: 
‘*Horse with No Name’*, 0634 jarring seguE to Bach (the same familiar 
piece as always: there are so many of them that I’m not sure of the 
title of this one). So once again, scheduled programming from G24 has 
crashed, setting off the far-too-limited repertoire of fill music. 
They really need to expand it for more variety! I understand that they 
are trying to become more reliable. 


By 2201 UT Dec 15, the 9395 signal is JBA, as WRMI has switched from 


#1 transmitter on 355 degree antenna, to #6 on 181 degrees and hi 
takeoff angle best for close-in coverage. At 0644 UT Dec 16 check, 
it’s fair with RFI relay during sports segment, but much weaker than 
usual in the nightmiddle. At 1420 Dec 16, 9395 is very poor, weaker 
than 9400 KURDISTAN [non]. At 1501, 9395 is JBA, then I can recognize 
the voice of Amy Goodman but cannot copy what she is saying on 
“Democracy Now’. 


The 9395 transmitter #6 is now the historic Wilkinson unit originally 
at R. ClarIn, Dominican Republic, and then at WRMI Hialeah during the 
pre-Okeechobee years. Peter W Hansen reports: 


““This is what I learned about transmitters #5 & #6 when I was there 
for the open house. #5 does not work and will probably never work. 
Cannot get parts to repair. #6 has just been installed after move from 
Miami. The original #6 was removed after the end of Family Radio and 
before Radio Miami took over’* (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


I'm quickly growing displeased with the content on "Global 24." 
Scheduling is erratic. Lot of fill music (including hours where Carly 
Simon's "You're So Vain" is played twice. For some bizarre reason, the 
fill music I am listening to at 1450 is faded down to play a 3-day-old 
newscast from Feature Story News. As much as I am pleased to see this 
effort, it is doomed to failure if this keeps up (Mike Cooper, Dec 15, 
DXLD) 


Anyone hearing Global 24 on 9395? Nothing last night and nothing heard 
right now 2125 UT. Their Internet feed is working but not shortwave. 
Anyone has news? 73 (Gilles Letourneau, Montreal, Canada, Dec 16, 
dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Gilles. Global 24 very strong here in Miami on 9395 kHz, 2250 UT, 
PCJ Show. 73 (Dino Bloise, ibid.) 


OK, thank you for the reply. Must be propagation nothing here on 9395. 
Really weird. Sent from my iPhone (Gilles, 2310 UT, ibid.) 


Re: Global 24 radio 9395? Yes, my experience here in eastern 
Newfoundland is like yours. After they made their recent antenna 
changes, their formerly reliable reception here in the day was reduced 
to not much over ambient noise. The past day or two there has been 
nothing day or night when I have checked (Philip Hiscock, 2307 UT Dec 
16, ibid.) 


OK, wow, sad to hear nothing here in Montreal (Sent from my iPhone, 
Gilles, 2311 UT, ibid.) 


Just contacted WRMI. The reason for the poor propagation to the north 


is that there is work being done on the transmitter beaming in that 
direction that Global 24 has been using. For approximately the next 
two weeks, WRMI on 9395 kHz will be beamed south on another 
transmitter until work on their regular transmitter is completed. So, 
for those of us to the far north of Miami, we'll have to hope for some 
good "backsplatter" propagation to hear Global 24 with any degree of 
comfort (John Figliozzi, Halfmoon, NY, 0354 UT Dec 17, ibid.) 


9395, Dec 17 at 0400, semiminute of ‘Feature Story News’ on Global 24 
via WRMI, just before WORLD OF RADIO, is really ‘‘Olds** as the 
casualty count at the Pakistan school massacre is given as only 80 + 
20, much lower than we have been hearing all day on other media. 


9395, Global 24: for the rest of the year, at least, to be on WRMI-6, 
the 50 kW Wilkinson unit ex-Hialeah, and on a hi-takeoff-angle antenna 
beamed 181 degrees, all combining for useless reception in most of 
North America. Dec 17 at 0152 it’s very poor to just barely audible. 
Meanwhile, 11825 BS is blasting in as usual. 


Dec 17 at 1420 check, cannot hear 9395 at all! Anyhow, no QRM for 9400 
KURDISTAN [non] which is fair and clear. Dec 17 at 1515, still no 
Signal on 9395 --- is it totally off or totally unpropagating? Dec 18 
at 0431, nothing audible on 9395 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) Fortunately, back to 355 antenna and normal reception Dec 18 


xx US A. Here in L.A., we are planning to expand our evening 
broadcasts on 9975 kHz to run 7 days per week from Jan 1st. Exact 
times and program line-up are still being finalized. Also, our newly 
acquired 100 kW transmitter for KVOH was moved into our transmitter 
building on Chatsworth Peak this past Wednesday (photos attached). We 
are now working to install it, and hope to have it on the air during 
January.

But WJHR talk 
is slightly off-pitch, not a perfect fit to the carrier frequency, nor 
is the carrier strong enough to keep the S-meter from bouncing; and

xx US A. 12105, Dec 12 at 1518, Xmas music with VG signal, so WTWW-3 
is on the air earlier now, and not // other Xmas music on WTWW-2, 
9930, as Ted is overloading listeners with this stuff, lacking 
anything more significant to occupy airtime. But what will happen Dec 
26? 


12105, Dec 14 at 1953, open carrier/dead air from WTWW-3. Just for 
giggles, I leave the YB-400 on this frequency with the volume turned 
up and it stays dead all afternoon, finally coming to life Dec 15 at 
Q012 with some music and talk in unID language, probably Yoruba as 
originally scheduled for after midnite in Nigeria; but at 0014 switch 
to Mitch Miller for Xmas music, 0016 First Noel, 0021 ID and Joy to 
the World.

9930, Dec 18 at 1520, 
Skater’s Waltz, 1522 Sleigh-Ride, with hum and lo-fi. WTWW 
transmitters are really not suitable for music (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 7505.34 approx., Dec 13 at 0304, WRNO preacher is very 
strong and splattering as far as 7490 to QRM much weaker signal from 
WBCQ as WORLD OF RADIO special airing is about to start. I haven't 
been checking for it every night, so not sure when WRNO reactivated, 
but it continues to go and come (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


7505.29, WRNO, 0230 on December 15. Non-stop contemporary Christian 
music. Far cry from the Rock of New Orleans of old, but I digress. 
Fair to good signal strength with little fading and no interference. 
Good modulation. At 0258 ID'ed as WRNO Worldwide and announced both e- 
mail and snail mail (via Fort Worth, Texas) addresses. Religious 
program and sermon starting 0300. Signal still good (Jim Andrew 
(Houston, Texas, USA) - Funcube Pro+ SDR running SDR Console, SPR-4, 
8m high amateur band vertical, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Jim, Also heard here in Calif. on Dec 15, from tune in at 0156 on 
7505.28v and noted drifting down to about 7505.24v. Last time I heard 
them in early Dec they had a very strong hum, which is now gone; in 
fact now with good audio and strong signal. Still on at 0427 (Ron 
Howard, ibid.)

1) What*s the point of a PSRA which is LOWER than the authorized night 
power? 2) XEW hardly needs any protexion from Floydada considering 
there's now a station in between in Monterrey NL plus four other XEs 
on 900, unclearing 900 for XEW's alleged 250 kW. 3) What's the point 
of ANY AM station running less than 10 watts, with loads of QRM on 
every channel at night?

Regarding KFLP 900, Pre Sunrise Authority (PSRA) or Post Sunset 
Authority (PSSA): 


It's my understanding that if your night power is MORE then the Post 
Sunset Authority power, you can use your night power instead. I worked 
for one station on 1590 and if I wasn't going to sign off at sunset, I 
could use 27 watts at night. However, my post sunset power was 
anywhere between 4 and 11 watts. I could've used that 27 watts and 
been OK. 


Most stations I know who have pre sunrise authority have a pretty 
healthy power. I had 500 watts, and the records were at the station, 
not in the FCC database, but that 500 W was better then the night 
power. 


I assume if your night power was more then the pre sunrise authority, 
you could use your night power there instead, just like you did at 
post sunset (Paul B. Walker, Jr., CA, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


That is generally correct. If a station has a higher night power, they 
have the option to use it instead; however, there are some special 
exceptions where a different pattern is also specified for the PSSA or 
PSRA which is more restrictive than the night pattern. This is to 
prevent unwanted twilight interference from sunrise or sunset skip 
(Russ Edmunds, PA, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Glenn, To add to your thread on Pre Sunrise Authority (PSRA). My 
understanding is you could apply to use your PSRA if you felt your 
PSRA power and day time pattern would be beneficial even if you had an 
un-limited license. WQXI 790 Atlanta runs 28 kW day, 1 kW Night DA- 
Nights. Their night pattern is so riddled with nulls, that they choose 
to run their 500 watt PSRA on their non-DA day pattern from 6 AM to 
sunrise during the year when applicable to aid their morning drive 
coverage.

couple seasons here my desired western antenna system here in 
Barrington IL has been a broadside array of two DKAZ antennas aimed 
due west. Each antenna is 120' x 21' using 23' masts with the bottom 
wires 2' above ground. Broadside array means side by side and there 
was 265' between the two DKAZ. I'd prefer to have about 340' spacing 
but don't have that much land here aimed E-W. Anyhow, 265' spacing 
provided a nice narrowing of the main beam aimed West (or east if I 
wanted to swap feeds and termination resistors (Rt). However, the DKAZ 
along the southern edge of my field was only 20 ft away from parallel 
power lines running down my street. I knew these lines were making a 
mess of the pattern and adding noise as well, but could often make do 
anyhow. Empirically I noted that I could get reasonable termination on 
quite a few frequencies using 470 ohms, but there were still quite a 
few frequencies that weren't well terminated and sometimes backend 


stations leaking thru. 


EZNEC modelling showed me three things, 1) that // wires 20 ft away 
mess up the back nulls in a big way. 2) That, indeed the lower Rt is 
needed for better termination due to coupling from the wires. 3) That 
if I move about 50 ft further from the power lines, they'll have 
almost no effect on the pattern. (Even moving 30 £t would help lots). 
Therefore, I moved the one DKAZ further into my property yesterday. 
I'll take it down in April once mowing starts but we have no use for 
the field other than DX in the winter. 


Since the new location is aimed right at my house I decided to stagger 
it in relation to the other DKAZ and install it 40 ft further east 
hoping to pick up less household QRN. This results in a 6 degree 
beamshift to 264 degrees rather than due west at 270 when both 
antennas are connected in phase. Given the constant semi-auroral 
conditions this season I don't mind riding with that cx and aiming a 
bit south of west. 


The older DKAZ terminates well with 690 ohms, I installed a 690 ohm 
resistor at the end of the new DKAZ and was quite happy with the 
results, indicating little in any coupling from power lines. Both 
antennas might benefit from a little Rt tweaking (maybe +/- 20 ohms) 
but the time to do that is not late afternoon this time of the year 
when skip from the east is starting as levels change to much for 
accurately measuring deep nulls. Note that my south DKAZ terminates 
with 875 ohms and that each one of these antennas is a different 
animal with regards to best Rt to get good nulls across the band. 


With it being warmer than usual and rather windy here, the new DKAZ 
was still getting lots of intermittant buzzing QRM from another bad 
powerline but that buzz isn't constant and I can usually DX past it. 
However, I may test moving that antenna closer to my house which will 
put that buzz spot (SE direction) further away and more into the 
termination null. 


With spacing of 214 ft, this is basically an upper band antenna as the 
two elements are too close to provide much beam narrowing on the low 
end. I tried some beam steering with phasing in the afternoon. The 
Wellbrook Array Controller's phasing is time delay. I easily nulled 
out SS from WIJTI 1460 and I don't think that I've ever heard WIXN that 
well during the day. It was clear to me that I was also steering the 
main beam more towards the SSW than 264 deg and that effect was noted 
all over the upper half of the band. 


OK evening came, and I decided to go with the cx and steer the main 
beam further towards the SW by nulling down KSTP 1500 from my NW. 
EZNEC shows that I probably had the high end main beam aimed about 240 


deg and with beamwidths from about 60-75 degrees. (60 at the extreme 
high end where 214 ft is a decent spacing). Stuff from KS, OK, MO, AR 
and even further south was clearly better with phasing than ona 
single antenna. 1570 XERF was often loud, but when I'd reverse the 
phase (aiming the main beam somewhat north of west, they'd be gone. 
KRJO 1680 was in a huge null and gone when I reversed phase, leaving 
Iowa DOT TIS's basically alone. 


With the beam aimed about 235-240 deg, I noted bits of a TIS on 1610 
occasionally (maybe 1% of the time) getting thru CHHA nuisance. CHHA 
is reduced by termination but not killed. I managed to hear "happened 
on Aug 3, 1837". 


Hmm, time for google but I strike out. Hmm, conditions and high band 
logs are all basically from near my SW, so what tourism is there SW of 
the Chicago area? OK, Springfield and Abe Lincoln. Aha: on Aug 3, 1837 
Lincoln was at a dinner in Athens IL called the Long Nine Banquet and 
toasted the moving of the state capitol from Vandalia to Springfield. 


Careful and repeated listening to my Perseus recordings indeed has 
enough mentions for me to be sure that I logged WPQZ702.

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 08 - 14 December 2014 


NOTE: A power and communications outage, which began on 13 December 
2014 at approximately 1200 UTC and lasted until approximately 14 
December 2014 at 0101 UTC, resulted in the loss of ACE and GOES 
Spacecraft data as well as ground-based magnetometer data. 
Additionally, a second communications outage from 14 December 2014 
at 1405 UTC until 1725 UTC resulted in the loss of GOES-13 satellite 
data. 


Solar activity reached moderate (R1 - minor on NOAA Scales) levels 
with an M1.5 flare from Region 2241 (S11, L=217, class/area=Dac/100 
on 14 Dec) on 13 December at 0520 UTC, and an M1/S£ from Region 2242 
(S20, L=238, class/area=Dac/100 on 14 Dec) on 14 December at 1933 


UTC. Associated with the latter event was a Type II radio emission 
with an estimated shock velocity of 1028 km/s and a CME off the SE 
limb, first visible in LASCO C2 imagery at 14/2000 UTC. This event 
was not expected to be geoeffective, but analysis was underway at 
the time of this writing. Both Regions 2241 and 2242 contained 
beta-gamma magnetic configurations. 


Tyep II radio emissions were also reported on 13 December at 2157 
UTC (767 km/s) and earlier at 1448 UTC (955 km/s), both during the 
power and communications outage mentioned above. SDO/AIA 304 imagery 
from that time period and reports from ground-based observatories 
suggests the emissions were associated with activity from Region 
2227 (S04, L=002, class/area=Cso/150 on 08 Dec) as it approached the 
west limb. SDO/EVE data indicated the 2157 UTC event may have been 
associated with an M-class flare. No Earth directed CMEs were 
observed in SOHO/LASCO Coronagraph imagery from these events. 


The remainder of the week was characterized by C-class flares, 
almost a third of which originated from Region 2230 (S15, L=321, 
class/area=Dac/190 on 13 Dec). This region was also magnetically 
complex, maintaining a beta-gamma configuration for most of the 
week. Region 2222 (S19, L=85, class/area=Ekc/770 on 04 Dec) rotated 
off the visible disk on 08 December as the largest Region of the 
week. 


None of the other CMEs observed during the week were judged to be 
Earth-directed. 


No proton events meeting alert thresholds were observed at 
geosynchronous orbit. However, the greater than 10 MeV proton flux 
was enhanced, reaching a maximum flux value of 2.5 pfu at 14/1020 
UTC. The enhancement was likely the result of significant flare 
activity from old Region 2222 (S19, L=102) behind the west limb. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit reached 
high levels through 12 December. Insufficient data were available to 
characterize the environment on 13-14 December. The peak flux 
recorded was 9960 pfu on 08/1815 UTC. 


Geomagnetic field activity briefly reached minor storm levels on 12 
December, during the 12-15 UTC synoptic period, in response to a 
geoeffective positive polarity coronal hole high speed stream. Wind 
speed at the ACE spacecraft peaked in the 600-700 km/s range while 
Bz dipped to nearly - 11 nT. The high speed stream brough unsettled 
to minor storm conditions for all of 12 December. Earlier, a 
negative polarity coronal hole high speed stream kept geomagnetic 
activity at unsettled to active levels for the first two days of the 
week. Solar wind speed began the week at nearly 800 km/s, and 


remained above 600 km/s until early on 09 December. By 10 December, 
geomagnetic activity had relaxed to quiet to unsettled levels which 
persisted until the next high speed stream arrived on the 12th, and 
prevailed again on the 13th-14th as the positive polarity coronal 
hole high speed stream began to wane.
